in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

2. To choose a Town Clerk for the year ensuing, 

3. To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Col- 
lector of Taxes, School Committee, and all other neces- 
sary town officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the support of schools; for paying the town debts and 
defraying the interest thereon; for laying out and repair. 
ing highways and bridges; for the maintenance of the 
poor; and for other: necessary charges arising in said 
town. 

5. To see if the town will raise a suflicient sum of 
thoney for schooling, to have at least nine months of 
_ schooling for each school, and divide it accordingly. 

6. To determine by vote how said town will divide the 
money raised for the support of schools among the several 
school districts in said town, and how said town will di- 
_ vide the Literary fund and that portion of the Railroad 
tax to be expended for the support of schools in said town 
for the year ensuing. | 

7. To determine how said town will dispose of the 
town and county paupers for the year ensuing. 

8. To determine how said town will dispose of the in- 
come of Common Island and the Dow marsh for the year 
ensuing. 

9. To see if the town will yote to sell the pound. 
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10. To see if the town will make a license law in re- 
gard to dogs. 

11. To see it the town will vote that the money raised 
fur the highways shall be assessed and collected as the 
other taxes and be expended by the Surveyors of the dif- 
ferent highway districts. 

12. To see if the town will vote to publish any part of 
its history and choose a committee to do the same and see 
what sum of money they will raise to pay for the same, 

13. To sce what action if any the town will take about 
the state line.

The School Committee respectfully presents the following 
report, for the year ending March 3rst, 1883. 

In this report will be found such facts relating to the schools 
of this town, as the law requires to be given; together with 
other matter, and such suggestions as may seem pertinent to 
the subject of common school education. 

The whole number of scholars, not less than five years of 
age, who have attended school not less than two weeks, is 
three hundred and sixteen; of which number one hundred 
and sixty-one are boys, and one hundred and fifty-five are girls. 
The whole number of scholars reported by the selectmen, be- 
tween the ages of five and fifteen years, is three hundred and 
eighty-five ; of which number one hundred and eighty-eight 
are boys, and one hundred and ninety-seven are girls. 

From the above record it will be see that there were sixty-nine 
children in town of the ages specified, that have not attended 
school two weeks during the year. This statement ought not 
to be a matter of indifference to those whose attention it is 
designed to arrest. It is made incumbent on the school com- 
mittee to report annually the number of scholars who do not 
avail themselves of the privilege of attendance at school. The 
attention of parents and guardians is particularly called to the 
foregoing, hoping that it will receive from them the considera- 
tion that its importance demands. 

Your committee believes it would be in order in this place, 
to suggest that in those districts where there are many small 
children who attend school, that the winter term begin early 
in the season. Such an arrangement would save the little 
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ones from exposure in‘the coldest weather, and thereby secure 
a much better attendance. 


DISTRICT No.1. .Albert J. Sanborn, Prudential Com- 
mittee. Miss Sadie S, Chase, teacher. Miss Chase, in whose 
care the scholars of this district were placed last year, was 
again called to assume the duties of teacher in this school. 
Her previous efforts in behalf of the school received a proper 
appreciation from the parents and committee of the district, 
and her services were again secured. The measure of success 
which attended her labors this year was fully equal to that of 
the preceding year. The scholars learned their lessons well, ° 
and preserved a good deportment; most of them displayed 
unusual interest in their studies, and the course of their prog- 
ress has been constant and upward. ‘This school sustains a 
rank equal to any in town.

DISTRICT No. 2.. C. A. Barton, Prudential Committee. 
This school began under favorable auspices; Miss A. M. 
Stockbridge taught the whole of the first term, but early in 
the second resigned to accept a more lucrative and permanent 
position elsewhere. Miss Stockbridge was an efficient in- 
structor, and her management of the school was superior. 
Miss Sadie Cummerford, the second teacher, possessed the 
requisite qualifications, and if circumstances had permitted, 
the school no doubt would have prospered under her supervi- 
sion. At the end of a few days she was stricken down with 
fever, and was therefore obliged to resign. 
The third teacher whe was engaged, made the attempt to 
teach without first having obtained the necessary certificate, — 
and was to the Superintending Committee unknown. She 
continued in charge a few days only. 
' Miss Alice L. Williams was the fourth. and last ene 
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In undertaking to complete the work in which her predeces- 
sors had been engaged, Miss Williams was at once placed in 
an embarrassing and somewhat difficult position. At this 
junction, the school was considerably disorganized; the un- 
usual number of changes which occurred had interfered se- 
riously with both the order and the progress of the school. 
‘Miss Williams proved to be a competent teacher, and _per- 
formed her duties in a creditable manner. Under her instruc- 
tion, the school again exhibited signs of increased prosperity 
and usefulness ; and during the remainder of the term the time 
was Well and profitably employed.
